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STOPPING THIS WAR 


It, seemed an easy thing, a terribly 
easy thing, to start it, and to 
plunge the world into a conflict the 
proportions and possibilities of which 
still frighten and apall us. Put to 
stop it is another matter, a matter 
beset on every side with difliculties 
and dangers past the ability of any 
man to reckon or get forth, Of 
course we don’t mean the. mere stop- 
ping of the war. Let it go long  en- 
ough, and it will stop itself through 
the sheer exhaustion of the fighters. 
But to stop it intelligently, and in 
‘stopping it to ramove out of the way 
the causes. of international friction 
and bitterness in Murope, that if left 
will lead to another war just as sure 
as the sun shines, is a task, as it 
would seem, almost beyend the hu- 
man wisdom and patience. 

There are at least half a dozen tre- 
mendous problems in connection with 
the closing of the war, and to neg- 
lect any one of them will leave to 
germinats the seeds of future strug- 
gles. Merely smashing Germany will 
not solve one of them, even though 
we may hold that Germany. will have 
to be smashed before she will help 
tho other nations to solve them. 
problems we 
confess that. we are not sure that we 
see the real and safe solution of one 
of them, And we are not sure that 
any other man does either. 

Since the world began there never 
rested upon men such responsibility 
as will come upon the shoulders of 
the statesmen whose deliberations 
will bring this war to a closs. If ev- 
er men ‘needed wisdom, clear vision, 
patience and the grace of God, they 
will. And we are inclined to put the 
emphasis on the last named. In fact, 
we do not see much hoye in the sit- 
uation save as there will come into 
the thought and heart of the men 
who stop the war some special touch 
of the divine to enlighten and in- 
spire and guide. 

lf there is one thing above all the 
others | that the Christian -world of 
today should pray for it is that il- 
lumination and grace should he giv- 
en the statesmen of Europe today, 
that they should be able to forget 
the little, narrow things of their own 
nation and plan for the good of the 
world and zhe kingdom of God. 

God in heaven have pity on the 
world if we stop the war in a spirit 
of selfishness and stupidity.—Christ- 
ian Guardian.

MIGHTY RUSSIA, 


Scenes of unsurpassed enthasiasm 
Were witnessed in Petrograd whon 
Britain declared war on Germany, in 
August, 1914, In ome street, near thy 
Nevski Prospekt, hundreds of people 
knelt in silent praycr, after giving 
one mighty shout, ‘‘Long live power- 
ful England!” 

The Czar himself addressed the 
Duma, He said that the great out- 
burst of love of country and loyalty 
to the throne that had swept tem- 
pest like over the land was the war- 
ranty that Holy Russia would carry 
the war to the desired end. Then, 
amid scenes of unparrelled fervor, 
raising his voice, the Czar shout:d 
the phrase familiar to every. Russian 
“Great is the God of the Russian 
land!’ 

Two or three days after this 
first batches of peasant reservists 
were seen in Petrograd, marching 
gaily. to the clash of cymbals and 
tamhbourines. Some from the = re- 
mote provinces were still wearing 
their birch-bark shoes, and even last 
winter’s sheepskins. Billeting took 
place all over Petrograd. Troops in 
scores of thousands were distribut: 
among public buildings and private 
dwellings. Everyone was delighted 
to receive the soldier lads, and 
gifts of food and tobacco was show- 
ered on them. 

Martial law was proclaimed and li- 
quor shops were closed so that the 
recruits should not spend their kit- 
allowance, and, in a flash, the whole 
daily and nightly life of Petrograd 
was turned topsy-turvy. 

Tha Russian empire is indeed im- 
pressive. It extends from within a 
few hundred miles of our own British 
rhores eastward almost exactly half- 
way round the globe, to within sight 
of the very shores of North America 
ahd takes up no less than one-sey- 
enth of the land surface of the en- 
tire world, In other .words, with its 
8,417,118 square miles of. territory, 
the Russian is the sccond largest em- 
pire in existence; the British Empire 
alone with tts thirteen million odd 
square miles, absorbing one-fifth of 
the whole earth’s surface, occupying 
the position of honoy jn this respect. 

The British Empire also has, nom- 
inally, the largest population, But 
in a great Huropean war sense, Rus- 
sia has easily the practical advant- 
age, far of her total of 180 millivens 
in'Kuropo and ‘Asia, over 150 million 
may be counted as white men. OE 
the enormous total population of 
434 millions of the British Imp/ra, 
however, only sixty, millions can he 
counted as w'aite, the rest peing com 
posed of various colored people. 

What I's more, Russia’s. population 
is growing at an enormoits rate, and 
we have centenarians among us who 
were alive when the popmlation of 
the Russian empire, instead of being 
about 330 millions, was only 45 mil- 
lions. For guch were thy figuces of 
Waterloo, 1815. , _ 

When the present furopean gtrug- 
gle began, it was estimated that Rus

There are women ccc- 
tors in thousands, ‘and also) woraen 
merchants, smiths, ,bricklayers, and 
hod-carriers, and, in some instances, 
even soldiers up to thie rank of cul- 
onel, Most remarkable: of all in th:s 
great agricultural Jiang, the wonien 
are as good at farming’ as the mn. 

This ability of the Russian wersan 
to perform man's work has the ef- 
fect of almost doubliiag the enoc:acus 
number of Russian cflicients ef which 
the figures have already been ;:iven, 
If the German empire werq thrice its 
present size and power it would he 
unable to overcome 2 country — like 
Russia, organized as it is on the ‘a- 
sis of female as well as of male la- 
bor, and with an enormous agricul- 
tural population living in farms 
and isolated tiny villages. 

Here it may be well to remember 
that the Rugsian navy, compared 
with what it was a few years ago, 
is a magnificent collection of fighting 
ships. Owing to her  geograplrical 
situation, and her seas being so wile- 
ly separated from each other, Russia 
is obliged to maintain four distinct

are over half a million. 

The immense agricultural resources 
of this wonderful country can furth- 
er be guaged from the fact that in 
1913 it contains of cattle 51 million 
of horses 33 million, and of  sneep 
and goats no less’ than 73 millions. 
No wonder Germany is suffering from 
scarcity! The closing of Russian 
sources Of supply alone to her makes 
all the difference between plenty and 
semi-starvation. She depended upon 
Russia for cheap agriculturaf labor- 
ers, for grain for human _ consumpt- 
ion, for horses and enttle, and, in 
particular, for fodder for the  Ger- 
man cattle. 

As to raw materials for munitions, 
Russia is indeed s2lf-contained. She 
even produces the much sought — for 
cotton. She already has over a mil- 
Noa acres of the precious material 
under cultivation, and is contempla 
ting millions of acres more. <As_ for 
petrol, the Russian wlls at Baku are 
one of the great sources of the wor- 
Id’s supply. 
Russia can also supply all the sil 
she needs, and as much sugar from 
beets of her own growing, as her vast 
population can consume, and mors, 

It is thus evident that Russia he.- 
self can now, if she could not be- 
fore, produce the metals and other 
raw materials she, needs for the man- 
ufactwre of weapons and munitions of 
all kinds. 

Certainly, owing to the treachcry 
of German works directors and oth- 
ers of Hun proclivities, Russia was 
terribly hampered at first in the pro-

duction of munitions by all sorts of 
mysterious ‘accidents’? and other 
hindrances, But the Hun proprietor 


and manager are no longer there—
